But that which renders Man got more deſpicable; more. con- 
temptible, is, that ſince the Fall, he not only faits, and pitifully 
falls ſhort of Theologicals; but he is maimed, and extreamly-er- 
roneous, even in Naturals': that is, he cannot keep from extreams 
in any viciſlitudes and changes he may go thorow, in any circu 
ſtances he may be under, though contrary to the diftates of his 
own Reaſon. Hence, he cannot enjoy Mercies without lighting 
them, or placing! his whole happineſs in them. He cannot feel | 
Judgments without being hardned, as Pharavh was; or filled. with 
deſpair, as Cain was. He cannot love objetts that ſafely and. in- | 
nocently may be beloved, without being weary. of them, or toq | 
much over-prizing them. He cannot Mourn at objects that really 
call for Mourning, without Stupidity, or an immoderate flutuati- 
on of Sorrow. - Now the golden Mean between the extream of the 
latter, -as it is that implicit deſign of the words I have read unto 
you; ſo'it ſhall be the main ſcope and drift of my following Diſ- 
courſe among you; and I donbt not, but to make it evident, 
that the practical Part of this, is no leſs the Duty, than the Glory 
of every wiſe Man : which although it cannot. be attained to with- 
out ſome difficulty, yet it ought to be ftudioufly indeavoured after, 
by every one of us that pretend to Chriſtianity 3 that when we ſee 
Men go to'their Long Home, we may with Religious Prudence, 
Know. hovr to aft the part of orrrers in the Street.

Firſt,. Natyrally, Theres a naturaF'Obligatiorf to Monrrn, when 
any. Man goes to: his Long Home; and ſurely they are very unna- 
tural, that do. not pay it- 

Firft, For that, they that Live, are. of the fame Mould with 
them that Dye. All are made, and compoſed of the ſame 
rithing Earth. Hence David ſpeaks not only of himſelf, but 
of all Men, when he inſcribes. Vanity on them, Pſalm. 39. 
Ver. 5, 6- Behold thou haſt made my. Days as an hand's breath, and 

Age is as nothing befare Thee, werily every Mn at his beſt e- 
y zs altogether Vanity, Surely every Man walketh in a vain ſhow, 
ſurely they ere difquieted in vain ;; He heapeth up Riches, and know- 
eth not who ſball enjoy them: Here is a: general Rule without any 
exception, that every Man, be he never ſo great, or high, or 
rich, or wiſe, or. learned in the world; and that.in his beſt e- 
ſtate, take himunder what circamſtances you will, is /amty; yea, 
altogether Y anity - a poor crazy,cmpty, evanid thing. Now, when 
Man, that is ſo vain, fo periſhing in his own Nature, ſees one of 


the | 
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the ſame Mould, with himſelf, -carrying to ' the Grave, to be” 
placed 1n his Long Home ;, the Law of Nature exatts a tribute 
of Tears from him (though he had no particular *acquaintance 
with, or obligation to the perſon deceaſed) becauſe he beholds a 
crumbling away, and a fading of that Earth, whereof himſelf 
is made; at which, . Nature cannot but have a reluftancy, and 
vent its ſympathetical Paſſion. But as the Apoſtle ſpeaks of ſome 
Monſters in filrh:ne/s, and wicleaneſs, that they did that which is 
againſt Nature; fo we may ſee many fo hardned in ſtupidity, 
that contrary unto nature, they are not aftefted with, or con- 
cerned at the Death, or going to the Grave, of almoſt any per- 
ſon. | | | 
' Secoidly, There is a natdral Obligation on the Living to Afourn 
for the Dead; for. that Death is the thing which every Man in the 
world hath deſerved ; as being lineally defcended from Adavn, 
who brought Death into the World, and inſlaved not. only him- 
ſelf, but all his poſterity unto its power. So ſaith the Apoſtle, 
Rom, 5... ver, 12. Wherefore, as y one Man, Sin entered wnto the 
World, * and Death by Sin, and ſo Death paſſcd upon all Men, for that 
all have Simed, Had Adam never ſinned, Adam had never dyed; 
but in illo die (faith.God) in that, day thou cateft the Fruis theredf, 
thou ſhalt ſurely dye ; or (as it is in the Original) dying, thou ſhatt 
dye. And indeed, as he devolved G-lt, ſo he entailed death (the 
fa conſequence of that Gz/r) upon all that ſhould -come after 
him unto the end of the World. Oh! therefore, how natu- 
ral would ſuch a refletion. as this be, at the news of any Mor- 
tals fallby the ſtroke of Death, or at the ſight of any deceaſed pet-- 
ſon, going to his Long Howme.——l am a Child of Adam as well as 
he, and in the guilt and pollution of his original Diſobedience was 
I ſhaped, and ſubjected, to all the Miſeries that attended thar ini- 
- quity, did my Mother conceive me, and bring me forth: And 
{urely I have added to the ſtock of original Corruption, multi- 
tudes, innuinerable multitudes of actual Tranſprellions; and there- 
tore I have every way merited Death, and deſerved to be impri- 
ſoned in the Dungeon of the Grave, as much as he that hath paſt 
through it, and is gone down before me into it. Should not I then 
be concerned at, and deeply affeted with what hath befallen hint, 
The extremity of pain that he was in, the wearyſome nights that 
he enjoyed, the tumblings and toſlings that he under-went, the 
bitter 
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bitter diſtreſs and anguiſh that poſſeſſed his Soul, which edfor-- 
ced thoſe doleful ſighs and ſobs, thoſe ' heart-fetchr-groans and! 
ſhrikes from his-dying'Breaſt, are all things that I, in the ſame' 
(if not in a greater) meaſure have deſerved. ' Oh! then that my: 
Head were Waters, and my Eyes a Fountain of Tears, that I could 
mourn and weep, and truly lament 'at this fournful Spettacle; 
and that from this conſideration, that as he (the object of Morta. 
lity before by Eyes) Is —_— of life, and all the comforts of 
it ; as-he is ſnatcht away from all his Friends-and Relations; as 
he (of a living Man) is become a lump of. dead: Clay, a piece :of. 
rotten putrifying Fleſh, fit for nothing but to feed worms in the 
Grave, even ſo have I moſt Ry in the like manner to 
be 3 nothing hath befallen him, but what is due to me. : 
Thirtly, There is a natural Obligation on the Ziving to own 
for the Dead, for that there is no living/perſon, brit muſt cometto 
- it himſelf. - Deathis a debt we muſt allpay to-Nature. Fob ſpeaks 
of Man indefinitely, thereby — Man in what capaci- 
ty ſo ever he is, Chap. 14. ver. 2. He cometh forth like a flower, 
and is cut down; he fleeth alfo as a ſbadow, and continueth not. And 
. weareelſewhere told, that, Ai fleſh.is:graſs, and the'glory thereof 
"as the flower of the' field ; the graſs withereth, the flower fladeth ; e= 
yen ſo, when the Hand of God is upon Man, upon-any Man ; he 
maketh his Beauty to conſume away like a Mothzfor that every Man 
is Vanity, Selah. We have an Interrogation concerning this, which 
implies a vehement Negation (for ſo the Scripture often expreſ- 
ſeth it ſelf) P/al. 89. ver. 48. What Man is he that liveth,' and 
ſhall not ſee Death, ſhail be deliver his Soul from the hand of the Grave, 
Selah. That is, there is no Man living, butmuſt ſee Death, and 
come into the dominion of the Grave. Now, if Death be thus com- 
mon to every Man, then every. Man ought certainly to be affetted, 
when he ſees another under the power of it. Would itnot I pray 
you, argue more."than ordinary ſtupidity, and ſenceleſneſs, in 
* that Malefator, that beholding a Partner in Guilt, and Condem- 
nation with himſelf, dying a ſhameful painful: Death, according 
to the Sentence of the Law; the which Death he himſelf muſt —— 
undergo the day following ; and yet not to be concerned at ſuch 
a ſpectacle, ſo much as to ſhed a Tear, or manifeſt any meltings 
of Heart at fo dolefa}a fight.

them. Truly ſuch perſons are ſo far from being like Chriſtzans, 
that they are ten thouſand times worſe than Heathens. Oh! how 
will the Egypriars riſe up-in Judgment againſt the Men of this Ge- 
neration, and condemn them-for their melting and mourning De- 
portment at the Funeral of good old Facob (notwithſtanding he 
was of another Nation and Religion) when they came to the 
Threſhing-floor of Arad, which is beyond Fordar ; *tis ſaid, they 
Mourned with a —_— and fore Lamentation: infomuch, that 
the place was called Abel-14;zraim, the Horrning of the Egyptians. 
But ah ! How little Mourning is there found amongſt us, upon ſuch 
occaſions!

Secondly, As there is a Relation in the firſt Adam, wherein allare 
concerned ; ſo there isa Relation in the ſecond Adam, wherein not

fadeth not away = : Who are Inheritors of the fame Promiſe, Fel- 
low-heirs of the fame Kingdom; Waiters for. the-ſame Adoption, 
to wit, the Redemption'of the Body : Who are Profeſſors of the 
{lame Faith, Believers in the ſame Chriſt ; Experiencers. of the 
fame happineſs in:the glimpſes of Ziors glory, :and. the: forertaſte 
of-the Joys. of the Life to:come 1 Ina word, who/are under the 
. Tame Tye, confirmed by theiſaine Seals, bound by the ſame Cove- 
TJ nant, 
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nent to live according to the Rule, and in the Fellowſhip of the 
. Goſpel. - This Relation 1s ſo near, fo great, ſo obligatory, that 
the Apoſtle calls it 75r aS4a057174, the Brotherhood, or a compa- 
' ny of Brothers. As all Men are Brothers in Adam, naturally ; 
ſo Believers are Brothers in Chriſt, ſpiritually ; and this nearneſs 
in Relation, ſhould certainly cauſe a Morrning, when Death makes 
a Separation. Oh! when/a Godly Man goes to his Long Heme, 
then Godly-Mourning ſhould Go about the Streets ; for that there. 
is a great Loſs, and will be a real want of his Prayers, his Tears, 
his Holy Converſe, and the good he might farther have done in 
the World. Upon this account, EZſhah Mourned for Elijah, and 
ſent his loud Acclamations of Sorrow to. Heaven after him, when 
he was taken up from him——4y Father, my Father, the Chariots 
of Iſrael and the Horſemen thereof. This made the Epheſians Mourn 
0 dolefully at PauPs departure, becauſe they were never to ſee him 
2gain. So ſaith the Text——.£nd they all wepr ſore, and fellon Pauls 
Nggk, and kiſſed bim. Sorrowing moſt of all for the words that he 
ſpake, that they ſhould See his Face no more : Paul was their ſpi- 
ritual Father, that had begotten them to God; and therefose they 
could not but oxrr, to think of parting with ſo dear aRelation; 
eſpecially ſince it was to be an eternal Farewel. How! muſt they 
never ſee his Face more ; never hear the ſound of that golden 
Trumpet more, that had been ſo charming to their Ears ; yea, fo 
raviſhing to their Souls. Oh! This ſtrained up their Sorrow to 
the higheſt Peg; this made them own, with a Monrning truly 
Movurnful. And we read, Atts 8. ver. 2. And devout Men carried 
Stephen to bis Burial, and made great Lamentation over him. Ste- 
ven was their brother, and companion in the Faith, Patience, and 
Tribulation of the Goſpel.; and therefore they looked on them- | 
ſelves obliged to owrn bitterly, and Lament ſorely, when he went 
to his Long Home. But alas! there is little of this Sorrow in theſe 
days; wherein Iniquity doth ſo much abound, and the Love of fo 
many waxes cold: to every good Work. There is no Mourning in 
the Streets .of our Jeruſalem, no Lamenting in the City of our Zz01, 
when the G Man ceaſeth, when the Faithful fail from among 
the Children of Men. The Prophets complaint was, verily never 
more juſt and pertinent, than now——The Righteous. periſheth, and 
no Man layeth it to heart, and Merciful Men are taken away, none con- 
ftdering that. the Righteous is taken away from the Evil. to come. - 4p

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Thiralty, There is & Relation by Aﬀfidity, which obligeth Men 
to Morn at the Departure (or going to their Long Wome) of ady 
ſo Related to them. This Relation is by Marriage of joyning 
Families that were remote, and wholly anacquainted by Hymcrs 
bands together. Thus Hamor and Shechem deſired, That them- 
ſelves Nas: all their Citizens, might be Related to the Family of 
Facob, when they communed with him in the Gate——TVb#c tes wr 
peaceatle with us, therefore let ther thivell tn the land, and vrade there- 
in; for theland,——Bthld, it is Targe enotgh for them, "let tos take 
their Daidghters to us for Wives, hd let iis give them ver Danphters. 
As if they had faid, Let vs contract a Relation by making inter- 
changeable Marriages ; that fo we may be near to then, and bet- 
ter acquainted with thetn.

Though this might have ſome 
unpreſſion.on Davi@s Heart, yet queſtioniefs *twas Nature it ſelf 
drew out-his' Sorrow. from this very confideration, that he was 
his Son, and there 'needs no other to enforce a Monrning. From 
this ſprung that Voice of Lamentation, and Weeping, and great 
Mourning,, which: was heard in- Ramah, poor Kachtls pittifully 
Weeping for their Children, and refuſing to be Comforted, Fe- 
cauſe they were-nor.” And'then reciprocally, what Children can be 
fo hard-hearted, ſo ſtony-ſpirited, as not to wait upon their Pa- 
rents 
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rents Coffins with Tears to the Grave. When Jacob was gathered 
to his Fathers, and had yielded up the Ghoſt in a good old Age, 
we read that his Son Joſeph fell upon his Face, - avd wept upon bum, 
and kiſſed bim. And truly this 4Journing is but an expreſſion of. 
Love; and where it is not, we may ſafely infer, that thoſe per- 
ſons had no love, no affection at all for their Relations, when a- 
live. ; 

Thirdly, orally; There is an a 717 (which none that 
pretend to any principles of Morality will difown) upon the Living 
to Mourn for the Dead. 

Firſt, For that a Man is loſt by Death. As to the enjoyment. 
of him, and ſociety with him, he is periſhed from among Men. 
Now Man being a ſociable, delightfal Creature, the Loſs of him 
is conſiderable, and ought to be laid to heart, by all that ſurvive. 
him. Man is to be lookt upon as the chief peice of Wor Ip. 
in the Creation ;z the Slory of all the Works of God in the lower. 
Region. So wonderfully was he made, ſo ſtrangely was he faſhio- 
ned, ſo excellently was he adorned, that the good Angels admired 
him, and the Bad envyed him; which was the occaſion of their 
Fall, as ſome learned Writers have ſuppoſed. Andwhat' God: 
ſpeaks of forming the World in general, we way apply to the: 
Creating of Man in particular ; with reſpe&t to the excalloge icy of 
the Work, when he was preſented on the Theatre of the World. 
How did the Morning Stars, in that day, ling together, and how 
did all the Sons of God ſhout for joy. And ſurely the Diſſolution 
of Man affords as much cauſe of ſorrow, as his Making did of glad- 
neſs ; eſpecially conſidering that it is in Scripture, 'called, ade- 
ſtroying of him. Thou twurneſt Man into deftruttion, and then ' 1 
ſoft. Return again ye Children of Men, When Man is in the mi 
'of his honour, in the height of his glory, in the greateſt of his 
power; in a moment, in the twinckling of an Eye, he may be 
daſhed in pieces, and be deſtroyed from off the Earth; for by: the 
blaſt of God he periſheth, and by the breath of his Noſtrils he is 
conſumed. One ſmall _ blows him away, and he is no more to 
be heard of, as though he had never been. And ſhould not this be 


matter of grief and lamentation to the Living, to ſee ſo excellent 
a Creatureas Man, deprived of his Being, bereaved of his Breath, 
{fript of his Enjoyments, and all his Glory to be laid in the Duſt. 
Ah! WhatEye can behold ſuch a ſight, what Ear can hear of ſyck 


a 
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a thing, and not be deeply affetted with it, and Heart-pricked 
with ſorrow at ir. Oh! How was our bleſſed Lord Jeſus concer- 
ned, how Mournfully was he touched, when he heard the tydings of 
Lazarus deceaſe, though he was determined, & very well knew how 
to raiſe him up,and bring him to Life again. Pray hear what is ſaid 
of him, Jokn 11. ver. 33: When Jeſus therefore ſaw her weeping, and 
the Jews alſo weeping which came with her, he groansd in the Spirit, and 
was troubled, Here are two words in the Greek, and both empha- 
tical, ireferunraro #4 mwear:; he roared, or cried out in the Spi- 
rit. That is, he Mourned inwardly, and Lamentably, at the loſs of 
Lazarus. Again, xi irdggfey iavrdr, He vehemently troubled-or 
diſturbed himſelf. He was mightily affected with the change 
Death had made in that Family, which he had fo great arid pecu- 
liar a Love for. - Our Saviour ſhewed this great example of Mora- 
lity, that he might modeſtly, and moderately expreſs the ſenti- 


ments of Grief, which we ought to have at the departure of Man; 


from the Land of the Living. } | 
'. Secondly, For that when a Man mY to his Long Home, all the 
mah in his ſociety is dead with him; nothing remains'of it, 

the remembrance which ſerves only to aggravate, and heigh- 


ten the Grief of the Surviver. ?Twas a true ſaying of one—— An- 


r4 ſecunda bonus ſocius. 'A good companion is as a proſperous Gale, 
carrying a Man pleaſantly, and with comfort; through the Tem- 
peſtuous Sea of this World. And again——Bonum ſodalitium op- 


timum ſolatium. Good Company 5 the beſt ſolace : Indeed, ſuitable - 
* ſociety is the comfort of Life, the improvement of parts, the joy 


of the Intelk, the only diſtinguiſhing Priviledge that gives the 
Preference to Men above Beaſts. Take away this, and what ha 
pineſs Is it to be a Man, or what is hamane Life any thing to 
accounted of. But when Man is dead; there can be no more de- 
light in him, or comfort received by Joc:ety with him. There is 
no converſe in the ſhades below, no interlocution in thoſe gloomy 
Regions. The Grave is'a ſilent houſe, where the Eyes of all the 
Inhabitants are cloſed in the Duſt, and their Mouths filled with 
cold Clay. And therefore this ſhould cauſe owning #n the Streets, 
when we ſee a Man going to his Long Home (eſpecially ſuch a Man 
whom we have had any intimacy with) becauſe we ſhall never have 
the opportunity of enjoying any pleaſant honrs' with him, or de- 
lighting our felves in the Spiknard of his friendſhip, which was 
a D wont 
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wont to ſend: forth fo fragrant a ſmell, We muſt then bid fare- 
vel to all diſcourſing upon any ſubject, to all adviſing about any 
difficulties, -to all profiting by any Polemick Notions ſtarted and 
improved in an amicable way. In a word, we mult bid an eternal 
Ae to any pleaſure or ſatisfaftion we 'Teceived in communing 
with him, for we ſhall enjoy no more of it for ever. Oh! ſurely 
this cannot but cut deep in a generous Soul ; this cannot but great- 
ly wound a ſpirit, whoſe thoughts are drained from the droſs of 
Plebeian converſation, that has any eſteem at all for the advantages 
of a rational Life. Upon this account it was; that the old Pro- 
in' Bethel, Lamented: over the Man of God which came from 
Pi: who was lain by a Lyon, as he rode upon an Af in the- 
Highway. He bitterly Bewailed, and Mourned for his Death, 
Crying Out--—Ah { alas my Brother. As if he: had faid, 1 have 
been extreamly refreſhed by thy company, in hearing the Word 
of the Lord from thy Mouth, concerning the deſtrution of the 
Prieſts that burn Incenſe upon the Altar, and the pulling; down the 
Houſe of Jerehoam., Oh! How have Þ been ſtrengthned in my Cou-. 
rape, confirmed in my Faith, and the more ar th vr the Ways of Ged, 

by hes thy Propbely But now thou art gore, I. ſhall never- bave 

more of this profitable and ſpiritual Diſcourſe with thee. This m 
hina Weep over his torn Carcaſs, and bitterly Lament his untime- 
ly Fall, _— to give a folemn Charge to his' Sons, that- when he.

Home, we ſhall never ſee him more : he vaniſhes (as it were) out 
of our ſight, and we are never more to behold him, or caſt our 
Eyes upon him. He is both aftively and paſſively in an inviſible 
ſtate. So Job Mournfully ſpeaks of himſelt, chap. 7. ver. 7, 8..0h 
remember that my Life is wind, my Eyes ſhall no more ſee good, The 
Eye of him that hath ſeen me, ſball "4 me n0 more ; thy Eyes are upon 
me, and I am not, What more cutting Expreſſion, what more ſad- 
ning Inculcation, what more provoking Incitation to Morning, 
can there be, than the Sence of this; that we ſhall behold the 
Face of our beloved Friend (after his departure from us) no 
more! Were Man to Return, though. after never ſo many Years 
abſence from his home, or continuance in the Grave : Were he 
to viſit his habitation again, and become the objeCtive delight of 
his poor Morning Friends arl Relations, it might be ſome al- 


- levjation to their Grief, when he takes his journey to his Long 


Heme. But Oh! What a prick to the Heart, what a ſtab to the 
Soul, what a deadning to the Spirits, what an inundation of Sor- 
row (like the opening of Pandora's Box) is this lamentable Thought 
to an ingenious Man, that he muſt never, never, never more be- 
bold the Face of this or that Relation inthis Region of Mortality ; 
nor have any converſe with him on this ſide the Bank of Eternity + 


What Husband can think ſo of his Wife, and not melt-? what 
Wife can have ſuch a thought of her Husband, and -not faint? 
what Parent can conſider this, with reſpe& to his Child, and not- 
mourn ? what Child can refleft upon the ——_— ever ſee- 


ing his Father or Mother more, and not be overwhelmed with 


grief? Ina word, What Friend or Relation canponder on ſuch an 


eternal Farewel, as is then given, and not be diſſolved into Tears; 
yea, and not to Mourning like the Mourning of Hada-drimmon, 


when Cloyſtered up in 4eg:iddo*s Vale? It is the opinion of Di- 


vines, That the chiefeſt of the Saints happineſs, conſiſts in Viſion, 
er in the uſe of the viſive faculty, which will then beenlarged, and: 
made glorious to.perfe&tion ; for they ſhall ſee the Face of God in 
Righteouſneſs, and be ſatisfied with his likeneſs; they ſhall be for 
ever with open Face, beholding (as in a Glaſs) the Glory of the 
Lord, and be changed into the ſame Image, from Glory to Glory, 
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even as by the Spirit of the Lord. Sure I am, the Saints greateſt 
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comfort in this World, conſiſts in Viſion, or beholding God's 
Image in his People; and that not only the work of his Power in 
their comely Features, but the work of his Grace in the divine 
Characters of Wiſdom, engraven in their Souls, and immediate- 
ly reflefted upon in all their Aftions.

neſs. Thus it- was with the Child: of the great: Shunamite, that 
had ſo courteouſly entertained Eliſha, and -btilt a' Chamber for 
him ; Furniſhing it with thoſe 'Utenſils, which ſhe knew were moſt 
xcceptable to a contemplative Man : In oy of which kindneſs, 
he promiſed her from God, a Child ;- and a Child ſhe had, bur it 
Dyed ; but before it Dyed, it fell Sick, and was tormented with 
Pains: So we are told, 2 Kine. chap. 4... ver. 18, 19. And when 
the Child was grown, - it fell on a day. that he went out to his Father, to. 
the Reapers : And he ſaid unto his Father, my Head, my head, and 
he ſaid to a Lad, carry bim to bis Mother. And 'whin be had taken 
him, and brouzht him to his Mother, he ſate on her Knees till Noon, and 
then Dyed. His Head firſt Aked, before his Breath Departed. 
And this is the uſual way of Men's-Dying ;, firſt to icomplain-of 
ſome Diſeaſe in their Bodies, before there is a ſeparation between 
that, and their Souls: One crys out of his Head, another of his 
Bowels; one is Sore-pained, another is Heart-ſick upon his taking 
his leave of the World. And as the Apoſtle: Perer ſpeaks of the 
laſt times, The Sun ſhall be turned into,Darkneſs, and the Moon into 
Blood, before the great and notable. Day' of the Lard' comes, © So it is 
moſt true in this caſe; Health ſhall be turned into Sickneſs, 
Strength into Weakneſs, Pleafure into Pain, - Delight into Sadneſs, 
before the great and notable Day of Death comes. Which indeed
